Celebrating its 30th anniversary this year, the 
Marion-Bermuda Cruising Yacht Race will cast off from 
the waters of Sippican Harbor in Marion on Friday, June 
15. The race is the east coast's biggest Offshore Racing 
Rule (ORR) event of the year, which will commence at 
12:30 pm on Friday with the monohull division's First 
Warning Signal, and then again on Saturday with the 
multihuU division starting at 11:00 am. As of earlier this 
week, some 76 yachts were registered to make the 645- 
mile trek to the sunny islands of Bermuda, with last-min-

ute onsite registrations being accepted through June 14.

scratch sheets were being prepared to divide the fleet into 
classes and divisions. ''US Sailing which administers the 
ORR and IRC ratings, will crunch the numbers for the 
fleet/' he said. "We are waiting to make sure we get the 
latest data. Then we can produce the class breaks." ORR 
is the main rule for the race, but 13 boats will also race 
under non-endorsed IRC for another set of prizes. 

The race pits spinnaker and non-spinnaker and 
celestial and electronically navigated boats into an overall 
performance competition for the coveted Goslings Found- 
ers Trophy. 

Yachts choosing to sail with celestial navigation 
only will receive a favorable 2 percent rating credit to 
their corrected time. They will then compete alongside 
yachts using electronic navigation for overall prizes. The 
2 percent rating credit reflects the statistical difference 
between celestial and electronic performance in the past 
three Marion-Bermuda Races. Yachts racing spinnaker 
and non-spinnaker will be rated accordingly under the 
rating handicap system. 

In the last 2005 Marion-Bermuda Race, 68 mono- 
hulls and seven multihulls participated in the event, with 
Panacea captained by Gus MacDonald taking the First 
Overall honors and Mameluke captained by Greg Storer 
earning the honor of First to Finish. 

This year's fleet is shaping up to be one of the 
largest in years, and Marion-Bermuda Marketing Director

There was an almost festive atmosphere throughout the 
night with the various groups decorating their campsites 
bright colors that reflected the variety of themed laps such 
as the Under the Sea lap, the Neon lap or the Beauty and 
the Beast lap that the groups would be participating in. 
In fact, the ORR Drama Club even presented a shortened 
version of their recent Beauty and the Beast production to 
entertain the crowd as they either took a break from the 
relay or continued their walks. The campers also used 
their sites to raise funds through raffles and sales of food 
and other items. 

As the event grows from year to year the hope 
is that eventually fundraisers of this kind will someday 
become a distant memory as a cure for cancer is found.

Survivor Training 

Marion Student Completes Wilderness Course

Local Student Hunter Nadler of Marion recently 
completed an 80-day semester course in the Patagonia 
wilderness of Chile and Argentina with the National 
Outdoor Leadership School (NOLS). The NOLS offers 
what can be considered the ultimate in wilderness class- 
room experience in some of the world's most challenging 
environments. 

After spending ten days learning wilderness first 
aid techniques and earning Wilderness First Responder 
certificates, Mr. Nadler and his classmates then began a 
remarkable expedition covering some of the most unfor- 
giving terrain. The group set off in sea kayaks and spent 
26 days navigating the rugged Chilean coastline covering 
over 170 nautical miles in the process.

During the entirety of their trip 
the students were asked to adhere to the NOLS ethos of

turbing the fragile environment that they were traveling 
through.

PARROT FEVER 

/ recently purchased an Amazon parrot that was sneez- 
ing and seemed ill. My cockatiel is now sneezing and 
I have been fighting the flu for the last month. Is there 
any connection? 

Yes. Birds get psittacosis, also call "parrot fever" and 
"chlamydiosis". This infectious disease can be spread 
to people as well as to other birds. Among the signs 
to look for in birds are sneezing, puffed up feathers 
and green to yellow diarrhea. Some birds show no 
obvious signs. People get flu-like symptoms often 
with a chronic hacking cough and headaches. It is an 
excellent idea to have your veterinarian check newly 
acquired birds, or birds showing signs of illness for 
parrot fever.

one-year term and also asked Ms. Eldridge to come back 
with a proposal to better fulfill her staffing needs. 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
LaCamera wished to thank all the town departments for 
their support in getting the budgets completed for the An- 
nual Town Meeting. He also acknowledged that although 
the by-law amendments didn't all get passed due to a lack 
of a quorum, he was pleased the fiscal budget items were 
approved. 

"As you know at the Annual Town Meeting we 
did not complete some of the by-law changes, so weTl 
postpone those for the next Special Town Meeting in the 
fall,'' Mr. LaCamera said.

Morse noted several vacancies exist on the Finance Com- 
mittee (FinCom); Conservation Commission (ConCom); 
the Personnel Board; the Open Space Committee; and the 
Agricultural Committee.

Election regarding Chapter Land Property Classifications. A 
property owner whose land qualifies forone of these classifi- 
cations will be granted a reduction in assessed value by the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The State Legislature created 
three classifications of what is commonly called "Chapter Land.'' 
Chapter 61 refers to Forest Land. Chapter 61 A refers to Agricul- 
tural or Horticultural Land. Chapter 61B refers to Recreational 
Land. Any reduction in assessed values as a result of these 
classifications applies only to land. Buildings and the land upon 
which they are located are assessed at full and fair market value. 

In order to qualify for Chapter 61 (Forest Land) clas- 
sification, an applicant must have tne contiguous acres of Forest 
Land and a 10- Year Management Plan certified by the State 
Forester. The plan is to be renewed with the State Forester and 
filed with the Board of Assessors every ten years. If the applicant 
files timely with the Board of Assessors, the Board must reduce 
the assessed value of the land. Currently, by Statute, forest land 
is assessed at 5 percent of full and fair market value. The Town 
(of Marion) has nine (9) properties in this classification. 

In order to qualify for Chapter 61A (Agricultural and 
Horticultural Land) classification, an applicant must have at 
least five contiguous acres of land and a minimum amount of 
gross sales based on acreage. The land must also have been 
actively devoted to an agricultural or horticultural use for the 
prior two years. If the applicant qualifies and files annually with 
the Board of Assessors by October 1, the Board must reduce the 
assessed value of the land. The assessed value of agricultural 
and horticultural land is determined yearly by the Farmland 
Valuation Advisory Commission. The Town (of Marion) has 
seventeen (17) properties in this classification.

natural, wild, open or landscaped condition. Recreational Land 
is limited by Statute to the following: hiking, camping, nature 
study and observation, boating, golfing, horseback riding, hunt- 
ing, fishing, skiing, swimming, picnicking, private non-commer- 
cial flying, hang gliding, non-commercial youth soccer, archery 
and target shooting. If the applicant qualifies and files annually 
with the Board of Assessors by October 1, the Board must reduce 
the assessed value of the land. By Statute, recreational land is 
assessed at 25 percent of full and fair market value. The Town

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Hostel: Part II, Starring Lauren German and Roger Bart.

In Eli Roth's unfairly vilified Hostel (2006), young men who wanted 
to get their kicks by treating women as commod.ities got a ghastly come- 
uppance by ... being treated as commodities. In the vicious monetary 
universe of Hostel, someone else always has more money and is willing 
to pay for the privilege of dismantling a living human body. So when the 
frat boys were chained to a rusty chair and made to wait for a masked 
stranger to do to them whatever struck his sadistic fancy, it was Roth's 
sneaky way of putting the film's young male audience in the position 
of being violated, savaged, raped. 

Hostel: Part II, sadly, has no such point. Roth has switched genders 
here, making the three unlucky college kids female — rich kid Beth 
(Lauren German), dorky Lorna (Heather Matarazzo), and sullen party 
chick Whitney (Bijou Phillips). We knew what Jay Hernandez (who 
reprises his role here in a brief prologue) and his two buddies had done 
to deserve their fates, but why are these girls being punished? For being 
in the wrong place at the wrone time? What, exactly, separates Hostel: 
Fart 11 from fifty other female-fisn-out-of-water splatter films? It's disap- 
pointing because Roth, who certainly talks a good game, is a huge horror 
fan and had actually contributed something of worth to the genre. But 
the sequel feels like Jaws 2 to Roth's Jaws — just when you thought it 
was safe to go back abroad... 

Roth does try something interesting with two American business- 
men, Todd (Richard Burgi) and Stuart (Roger Bart), who have "won" 
Beth and Whitney in an auction run by the same shadowy folks who 
manage the torture factory. These two are like Chad and Howard from 
In the Company of Men given power tools and a heaping, homicidal dose 
of misogynist resentment. Their storyline plays out predictably, and one 
of them provides the visual that Roth is hoping will be the gorehound 
equivalent of the frank-and-beans moment in There's Something About 
Mary. (Those who've seen the same grindhouse flicks that Roth has 
— specifically. Bloodsucking Freaks — will emit a been-there-seen-that 
yawn.) 




Blood Work

Without much sociopolitical subtext, we're left looking for meaning 
in the carnage, like Etruscans divining by entrails. An Elizabeth Bathory 
wannabe bathes in the blood of a young probably-a-virgin; there's some 
slapstick involving a severed head; like Takashi Miike in the first film, 
gore maestro Ruggero Deodato (Cannibal Holocaust) puts in a cameo as 
a refined flesh-eater. As before, most of the splatter is confined to the 
final third; before that, we spend a lot of time with the three girls, who 
are written sympathetically but with no particular insight. Roth had 
been around guys like the trio in the first Hostel; with these girls he's 
winging it, and he fails to give them much personality aside from the 
usual stereotyped victims in gore flicks. It's a switch, I guess, to have the 
socially awkward one — traditionally the "final girl" who perseveres and 
survives in films like this — be the first one to die, and in an outrageously 
sexually tinged manner, too. But we learn nothing about her killer, who 
presumably goes on to live life without the consequences of revenge. 

Yes, this is Roth's revenge flick, his Kill Bill Vol. 2, in which one lone 
woman turns the tables. Many questions are left unanswered, signalling 
not artistic ambiguity but that Roth has written himself into a corner. 
Hostel: Part 11 is neither as memorably creepy nor as painfully graphic 
as its predecessor, so it even disappoints as a routine horror sequel. 
Roth has already said pretty much everything he had to say about the 
Slovakian factory of death; he never meant there to be a follow-up, and 
it shows. Roth has talent and enthusiasm to burn, and I'll be interested 
in what he does next, but maybe he should distance himself from people 
who not only don't discourage him from rehashing himself, but actively 
encourage it.
